Attached to renewal i^;»pliicatioa was a letter to the 
Passport Office dated 7/19/63 from Zaibellf Inbell^and Jones, 
Attorneys at Ijaw, 165 Baroadway, Kew Torh, Hew York, which 
advised they are attorneys for BAIOVXH in natters arising 
out of or relating to the creation, proprietorship, sale, 
license or other distribution of bis literary properties* 

This letter stated BAIDWIH, on 6/25/63, received 
a cablegrammed invitation to visit Oiba in connection with 
the 10th anniversary of the **26th of July Hovetaent**, and, 
as a result of this invitation, the *1lew Yorker** ma^zine 
requested BAUJWXH to undertake a specific writing assignment 
In connection with such a trip to Cuba. 

The letter advises they have informed BAXJ)W1H travel 
to Cuba without a specially validated passport is a violation 
of present laws*

"Although defense attornisya are now trying to pin 
down court authorities on the exact date^ we have been inform 
that the ‘kidnap* trial will be held during the Feb* 17th term 
of Court in MONROE. As soon as we know the day that trial 
will begin, we will immediately notify all chapters. 

"a meeting of attorneys and defendants to establish 
legal strategy and to initiate steps to unify the two 
committees was held on Jan. 25th. Another such meeting is 
planned for this coming weekend in MONROE. 

"All indications are that the MONROE authorities 
mean to press for the conviction of the defendants on the 
trumped - up kidnap charges, The MONROE courtroom has been 
the scene of several notorious injustices and many lesser - 
known legal atrocities . The recent record offers no hope 
for a lessening of its vindlctlvenes against those who fight 
for freedom and racial equality. Attorneys are preparing 
for a difficult trial. 

"It is therefore essential for all CAMD Chapters 
to Intensify efforts to raise the money required for the 
best possible legal defense and to arouse the widest public 
protest in behalf of the defendants. 

"JAMES BALDWIN gives Defense Boost,. 

"A great boost was given defense efforts when JAMES 
BAIDWIN, noted writer and Civil Rights champion, joined 
CAMD and spoke out against the frameup. 

"Not only have are received substantial financial 
support in direct response to our mailing of MR. BAIDWIN*s 
letter, but it has resulted in Important publicity for the 
case. 

"The Jan. 27th issue of I.P. STORE weekly reprints 
the letter in full. A front page head, ‘JAMES BALDWIN On a 
Kidnapping Which Never Happened, pp2, calls the attention of 
MR. STONE* s .readers to the letter,

»'MR. BALDWIN will further assists the defense by 

speaking at a benefit meeting in New York on Peb, 19th. 

”What (chapters Can Do. 

"There are only a few weeks left now in which to 
liform people in your community about the coming trial and 
to raise the necessary money. (We estimate that an adaltlonai 
$2,500 to $3,000 is needed for legal expense). 

"1) With the Imminent trial date (and the assistance 
of MR. BALDWIN'S letter) we have found it much easier to 
obtain speaking engagements and contributions from orgar^za- 
tions. All that is necessary is for someone to get 
phone or visit churches, trade union locals, civil rights 
organization, etc. to arrange speaking engagements and 
collections. Response from New York groups has been heartening, 
and can easily be duplicated Iri other areas. Because 
appointments must sometimes be made several weeks in advance, 
it is important for chapters to immediately start on this 
work. (2) In addition to funds, speakers can ask audiences 
for names of those who will be willing to 
demonstrations locally, or would like to go down to MOTOOE 
to observe the trial. As soon as we have the exact trial 
date, we would like to plan simultaneous demon&tfatlons in 
many cities'. Nhmes of those who would like to go down to 
observe the trial should also .be taken (only those who can 
pay their own way. It might be possible to organize car 
pools so expenses will be shared."

In his speech, stated he was not very 

interested in the recommendation of Mr. J. EDGAR HOOVEK 
that the Negro in his quest for eqtuility should not 
fight established institutions. BALXWXN contended 
that these established institutions have offered the 
Negro no real help and have, in fact, tended to 
maintain the Negro's lowly state. 

BALDNIH further stated that the ban on ti^vei 
to Cuba was incomprehensible to him since he, as a Negro, 
was better off vacationing in Havana than in Miami Beach 
no matter what type of system v/as in effect in Cuba. 

He advocated unlimited issuance of passports to everyone 
to go anywhere.

state that aprthy allows thousands of people, not 
only Negro tut also white.

He said the white person In the South does these 
things because he was told to do so generations ago 
and could never allow himself to fall below the 
level of the Negro. 

”The Evening Star”, a Washington, D, C* 
dally newspaper, in its edition of November 6, 1963^ 
carried an article captioned ‘'Negro Authors Stress 
'Truth and Survival** concemiiig a symposium on the 
"Negro writer in American society", which was held 
at Howard thilversity on the evening of November 5^ 

1963 * At this symposium, BALEinN remarked, ”N(y 
pxx>blem is to tell the truth and suxvlve society 
while doing it". article states BALDWIN 

continued that the role of the writer is to 
excavate the real history of the country. BALDWIN 
described the American mind as one of "fantastic 
confusion". He said Americans want to believe 
things which are not really tz*ue. The article 
quoted BALDWIN as saying **White Americans think 
this is a beautiful and wonderful country... 
and this is not true. The Negro is the only 
person who can unearth the truth about this counti-y". 
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
